PRICES STEADY 
AT QUIET MART 
SESSION TODAY 


The Farmers’ market enjoyed a 
quiet session this morning, as is 
usual after a holiday. There were 
no changes in prices. Pork was for 
sale again with loins at $1 a pound: 
sausage, 65 cents a pound; liver. 50 
cents a pound; sidemeat, 50 cents a 
pound; neck roast, 55 cents a pound; 
shoulder roast, 65 cents a pound; 
ham roast, 75 cents a pound; back­ 
bone, 55 cents a pound: ribs. 55 
cents a pound; scrapple, 30 cents a 
pound, and pudding, 60 cents a 
pound 
Eggs maintained the same price 
levels they have for several weeks 
except for pullet eggs. The latter 
advanced from 45 cents a dozen to 
50 cents a dozen. Large whites and 
browns brought from 75 to 78 cents 
a dozen and mediums 65 to 70 cents 
a pound. Chickens and ducks were 
60 cents a pound and butter 70 and 
75 cents a pound. 
Sweet cider continued plentiful at 
60 cents a gallon, five centa back 
en the bottles, and apple butter was 
50 cents a jar. W hipping cream was 
40 cents a pint; potato salad, 25 
cents a pint; cottage cheese, 20 cents 
a pint; bread, 20 cents a-loaf; rolls,

cents each; cookies, 25 and 30 cents 
a dozen, and cakes, $1 and $1.25. 
Apples were also plentiful in sev­ 
eral varities, Stayman*.

Paris Nov. 24 4*1 — The United I 
States today accused Soviet Huslia 
of intercepting and attacking an : 
American 
naval 
p l a n e without 
warning: while it was* flying over 
international Waters off Siberia. 
Tile plane had bern missing and 
was “presumed lost” since Nov. 6. 
when it set out on a weather re­ 
porting mission. It was under U.N. 
command In Korea. 
The American protest was sent to 
United Nations B eret ary-General 
Tryt ve Lie for submission to the 
U N. Security Council. H ie charge 
was based on a report from the 
U.N. field commander in Korea. The 
note did not ask for action on the 
report and was believed intended 
to forestall any Russian initiative 
on the case. 
Tile note .said the route of the 
plane did not approach closer than 
40 miles to Russian territory and 
that the pilot had been briefed not 
to approach closer than 20 miles to 
Soviet terrain under any circum­ 
stances.

USSR REJECTS 
DISARMAMENT 


Paris, Nov. 24 (JP>—Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Vishinsky today re­ 
jected the present form of the West­ 
ern disarmament proposal. He told 
the United Nations political com­ 
mittee he would submit a series of 
“serious amendments." 
The expected Soviet rejection was 
somewhat softened by the offer of 
amendments, which were not made 
public. At least it meant that the 
Western proposals would be used as 
a basis for discussion. 
It was recalled, however, that 
Vishinsky used the same technique 
last year in presenting amendments 
to an American plan for strengthen­ 
ing the U.N. General Assembly. The 
amendments were called an attempt 
to change the entire character of the 
plan and were rejected. 
“The Soviet delegation considers 
that the draft resolution submitted 
by the delegations of the United 
States, Britain and France cannot 
in the present form serve its an­ 
nounced purpose,” Vishinsky said in 
his address today. 
"This draft needs serious amend­ 
ments, which the Soviet delegation 
is simultaneously 
submitting 
for 
consideration on the first (political) 
committee."

24 <A*> — The possible 
total of American prisoners slain 
by Communists hi Korea has been 
raised to 8,000 In a newly disclosed 
report from Gen. Matthew B. Ridg­ 
way, supreme Allied commander in 
the Far East, to the United Nations 
Security Council. 
That is 2,000 more than previously 
indicated. 
The disclosure, made in one of 
the U N. commander’s regular semi­ 
monthly reports, was submitted to 
the U.N. by the US. delegation 
along with two other reports on 
Nov. 12. It covers the period from 
Aug. 16 to Aug. 31. 
Ridgway’s 
statement, 
declaring 
that as of July 20, 1951, "approxi­ 
mately 8,000 United States military 
personnel have been reported killed 
as war crimes victims.” apparently 
was delivered two days before Col. 
James M. Hanley said the Reds had 
killed about 5,500 American and 290 
other Allied prisoners. Col. Hanley 
is chief of the 8th Army’s war 
crimes investigation section.

That remark, "A loan, or repay­ 
ment," became almost a refrain, so 
often was it repeated during the 
afternoon when Attorney Teeter 
questioned Ebertght on the check*. 
Things Got Involved 
Ebertght said the cooperative board 
of directors knew and approved of 
Ills borrowing fund* from the coop­ 
erative when he personally needed 
money. "They knew I had put my 
money into it. and they knew when 
I borrowed. We didn t have a big 
time board of directors, being paid 
$10,000 a year, which went into 
everything all the time, but always 
one or two of the director* knew 
when I borrowed money, or took 
money to repay myself what I had 
loaned the cooperative, and the en­ 
tire board knew and approved ” 
The former manager produced a 
statement at the end of June show­ 
ing the cooperative owed him $10.- 
500 and then added, “the next month 
I owed the coopera Uve $1,300. That’s 
the way it worked.” 
One check for $2,000, which Ebe- 
right described as a loan to him 
from the cooperative, brought a ques­ 
tion from Attorney Teeter: "Why did 
you take this money when you knew 
how bad the financial situation of 
the cooperative wa* at the time?” 
Ebertght replied; "By this time tha 
thing wa* so involved I didn't know 
which way we were going.” 
Insist* Director* “Knew” 
The check* which. Ebertght ad­ 
mitted were to his benefit included 
such items as one* for $4,000, $1,000, 
$4,158, $2,500 down to such items as 
a $102.38 garage bill which he said 
wa* for work on hi* car, a $7.73 
item which he described at- personal, 
$8290 and $63 25 for insurance on 
cars of his, a $240 garage bill. $1,232 
paid his attorney. Fred Kaiodner. 
which he described as borrowed 
from the cooperative to pay the at­ 
torney on a matter not relating to 
the cooperative, $32 for his own 
glasses. $1,769 90 paid for on a car 
which he later traded in on a Pack­ 
ard, $1,342.26 to pay off another 
personal car which he later traded 
for a Packard He said he owned 
three Packards and had paid $1,000 
down on another, but insisted upon 
questioning

cooperative 
money had gone into those vehicles. 
Amount* paid from cooperative 
funds for hic private debt* were 
loans from the cooperative to him. 
he said, or were in repayment for 
sums he had advanced the coopera­ 
tive. He insisted throughout that 
the members of the board of direc­ 
tors knew of his actions in borrow­ 
ing the money.

Because of 
variable camber and caster there is 
constant change in steering and 
every little hump or hole in the road 
seems to be telescoping its shock 
along to the rim of the steering 
wheel.

“A long time ago engineers dis­ 
covered that air drawn into the car 
from up front was not necessarily 
i fresh, even if the car isn’t trailing 
a bus or a flock of cars, but some­ 
how in the rush to provide cur­ 
rent buyers with so-called improve­ 
ments the forward air intake for 
I the car heating and ventilating sys- 
ter is right back into the picture, 


j What the public doesn’t realize is 
i that at speed air sucks forward 
j under the car and my be drawn 
right into the front vents. This isn't 
a healthy situation. It calls for tak­ 
ing advantage of other ways of ad­

conditions, such as opening the 
swivel windows front or back.” 
He Hasn't a Chance 
Something for every motorist to 
bear in mind at %11 times Is the 
great disadvantages under which a 
pedestrian operates as compared 
with a car. If he starts to run across 
the road, hesitates, and then decides 
to go ahead with his original idea 
the chances are that you will have 
a difficult time trying to avoid hit­ 
ting him. He can muster only one- 
fifth of a horsepower to put into 
motion the weight of his body. If 
he doubles his average speed of 3 
miles per hour he will be moving 
only a fraction of the speed of a 
car that might dash out of the side 
road and cross your path. He simply 
is no match for the speed and 
weight of your car. 
Three to Remember 
If the crankcase breathing system 
isn’t clean, and oily vapors start 
coming out the vents, there s a good 
chance that some oil will be drawn 
into the generator to gum up its 
commutator. 
Changes in oil 
for automatic 
transmissions and torque converters 
should be made with the oil hot. 
This can be done by idling the motor

Q. What would cause steering to 
be hard? I have Just noticed this 
lately. The front-end is in proper 
alignment. H. L. G. 
A There are a number of pos­ 
sibilities. but I would check to make 
sure that the lubricant in the steer­ 
ing gear isn t too heavy. 
Q I notice that you always advo­ 
cate draining the engine while it is I 
hot. Isn t there some advantage in 
cold draining? Wm. la B. 
A. Well, it depends on what you 
are after. If you drain the oil be­ 
fore the engine is started you will 
usually get a little water along with j 
it. Where a car is used for short 
runs only, and there is considerable 


condensation, this sort of draining 
has its advantages. Tile hot drain­ 
ing helps to get rid of gums, lac­ 
quers and sludge. 
Q. I drove several miles with the 
hand brake on. Tile brakes still seem 
to work all right, however. H. B. C. 
A. Since the engine did not stall 
or overheat, the indications are that 
the brake wasn't fully set. Also 
since continued application of the 
brakes causes heating and thus ex­ 
pands the drums and the brakes 
fade and protect themselves.
